FTER refiding nine months in 

Cairo, the author proceeded to 
Damiata, which he reached after a 
voyage of thee daysonthe Nile. It 
js 2 miferable litrle town, built on the 
fhore of the Nile, in the fourm of a 
half moon, on the right hand coming 
from Cairo: It is wnhabited chiefly 
by Janifiaries, who are all merchants, 
and mott of them rich; but they are 
chiefly fugitives from jufiice, who 
having commiited fome miidemeaner 
in Conftantinople, Caramania, or the 
iflands, take refuge in Egypt : There 
are fome Jews and Ceptics, but no 
Franks. 

From Damiata, a two hours voy- 
age brought him to the fea, where 
he embarked ina vetlel, which, on the 
airft of April 1751, anchored before 
Joppa, where he lodged a few days 
with fome Monks, who told him their 
hotel was built on the fpot where St 
Peter had his fifhing hut; here he 
drank wine that came from the defart 
where St John the Baptift lived, and 
eat olives that grew on mount Olivet, 


which he fays were the beft he ever 
rafted. 


From Joppa he went to Jerufalem, 
where he faw many things which the 
Monks vouched to be facred an-

The 
moment this lamp appears, all is up- 
rear, violence, and contufion, for 
every one is furnifhed with a torch or 
foubean, an’ all ftrive together to 
kindle at the lamp, fo that the norte 
and tumele is infinitely greater than 
any that happens at a fair, or a bear- 
garden.

they were fo many Enemies, and the 
Marquis.in particular, They had 
long concluded that it would-be re- 
quifite to have a.thoufand Soldiers in 


Venice, before they fired their Train: 


But becaufe it was dangerous to in- 
tcoduce them all armed, the Marguis 
had provided Jhimfelf with Arms for 
aboye five hundred ; ‘this was’ eafily: 
done with fecrecy, for the Goxdolas 
of. Ambaffadors. are not fearched, let 
them come from any place. whatever, 
and there wanted now only an .oppor- 
tunity tobring thefe thoufand Men ine 
to Venice without obfervatrion, 

The Doge Donato died, and in his 
place was chofen 4athony Privti,who, 
was then in Friou/li,to fee the Treatie 
es executed, The General by Sea 


Cc 
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had Orders to go and fetch him with 
the Navy, and the Great Chancellor 
and the Secretaries of State were to 
meet him ai a diftance from the Ci- 
tv, and carry him tothe Ducal Cap ; 
tuclye of the principal Senators were 
to follow them almoft as far, as Am- 
baffidor’s of the Republick, each of 
thefe {ingle in a Brigantine armed 
aud adorned magnificently and with 
a iplendid Retinue ; the Senafe it- 
felfin a body was to receive him a 
good way out at Sea on board the 
Bucentaure, aod coucuét him into the 
City with all this Solemnity. As it 
rarcly happens that they who are 
created Doges are out of Venice, this 
Vowp drew thither an infinite Num- 
ber of curious People. The Mar- 
quis de Bedmar, who forefaw it, as 
foou as he was afflured of the Elec- 
tion of Priuli, difpatched No/ot a fe- 
coud time tu Naples, with Orders to 
ice the Brigantines of the Duke of 
O funa {et out with the utmoft fpeed. 
Toremove all grounds of delay, the 
Captain was enjoined to fend to the 
Duke as exaét a Plan as was poffible 
of the execution, anc efpecially to give 
him an account of what had paffed 
at Venice during Nelot’s firft journey, 
The Pirate enlarged upon this Pre- 
cauiion ; he was for fecuring the 
mind of the Vice-Roy by all manner 
of Means, andto fhew him, that ie 
was not believed there was any Réa- 
{on to complain of him, he conclud- 
ed his Letter with thefe woids, J 
blame Nolot’s Negligence for the loag 
flay he made at Naples, for 1 que pw 
on not, but if le had reprefented things 
as they were, your Excellency would 
havefoot adifpatched bin, He muft 
ecriainly have afked for meney,or fome- 
thing like it, but be had expre/s orders 
to the contrary, and 1 undertake even 
now to keep Venice for fix months in 
my Power, if it be neceffary, in Expec- 
gation of your Ex ellency’ s great Fleet, 
providing 4 ou fend me the Brigantines 
as foon as Nolot fhall arrive, and the 
fix thoufand Men you Was pl ajcd {0 oy 
fers This Letter was dated 





April the 7th, the day on which No- 


lot fet out. Inthe mean time R,. 
nauit brought to Kenice all the Of. 
cers of the troops which had beep 
corrupted, to acquaint themfelyes 
with the ‘Town, and obferve the Pofts 
that they might not wander, nor be 
ata lofs on the Night of the Execy. 
tion. Before they came, they chofe 
a thoufand Men out of all the Days, 
Troops, who were to hold them. 
felves ready to march at the firft Or. 
ders, and that their Abfence might 
be lefsremarkable, they drew an e. 
qual numbér out ofall Plates belong. 
ing to the State on TYerra-firma, in 
which there were any difperfed,—.. 
To receive thefe Men, each of ¢he 
Officers kirea as many lodgings as 
he could without giving a fufpicion ; 
they told the Landlords that they 
were for Strangers who came to fee 
the Fetiival ; and as for the Officers 
themfelves they all lodyed at Courte: 
zan’s Houfes,whére, paying well, they 
were more in fafety than any where 
elfe. There remained nothing now 
but to regulate the Order of the 
Execution ; which the Marquis & 
Bedmar, Renaduli, and the Captin 
fettled in Concert as follows, 

As foon as it foall be Night, thofe of 
the thoufand Soldiers avho forall COME 
without arms, Joall go and arm th 
felves at the Ambaffjador’s Houfe.—. 
Five hundred fhall repair to the Place 
of St. Mark wth the Captain, the beft 
part of the other five hundred foall go 
and join Renault, in the Neighbour 
hood of the Arfenal, and the reft_ Sra 
feize all the Barks, Gondolas and & 
ther the like Carriages which jal h 
fourd at the Bridge Rialto, ayith whic 
they fhall fetch with all hake about 4 
thoufand Soldiers more of the Troop 
Lievettein, which are fill at the Le 
zaretto. During this, they Jhall dt 
port themfelves as peaceably as they ca 
that they may not be obliged te deciat! 
themfelves, till thefe Troops Shall be a 
rived. However, if they fbeuld be 
bliged to it, and any thing Should 
difcoverta, the Captain Shall intr en 
himfelf within the Place of Saint Maity 
aud Renault fhall feize the Arfenal,* 
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the manner which fhall be reprefented ; 
then two great Guns fhall be fired to 
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eight Confpirators who have drawr the 
Plan thereof, and fhall be within, foall 


ferve as a fignal to the Brigantines of fet fire i? the four corners with fires 


the Duke of Offuna, which foall be 
ready to enter Venice ; and the Span- 
iards whom they foall bring, fball fupply 
she want Of the Waloons, who fball 
be fent for. IPfthere be no neceffity to 
declare during this, when the Waloons 
fall be landed at the Place of Saint 
Mark, the Captain fhall take five hun- 
dred of them, with the other five hun- 
dred Men he fhall bave already, and the 
Serjeant-Mayor Duran, to command 
them. They fall begin by drawing up 
thefe thoufand men in order of Lattle in 
the Place ; then the Captain, with 
wo hundred whom he foall takes Shall 
make himfelf Mafter of the Ducal 
Palace, and efpecially of the Room of 
Arms that is there, to fupply  thofe of 
bis Men who fhall want any, and to 
hinder the Enemies from making ufe of 
them ; one hundred others, under Bribe, 
fall poffe/s themfelves of the Secque, 
and one hundred more under Brainville 
of the Procuraty, by the help of fome 
Men who foall be artfully introduced 
there inta the Belfry in the Day-time. 
This lak hundred Jball remain in a 
Corps de Guard in the Belfry fo long 
as the Execution frall laf, that the A- 
larm-Bell may not be rung. Poffeffion 
forall be taken of the entrance of all the 
Streets which lead to the Place, by ano- 
ther Corps de Guard ; and Artillery 
Shall be planted there facing to the Sircet, 
aud till fome can be had from the Arfe- 
nal, fome of thofe fhall be taken which 
are ready mounted before the Houfe of 
the Council of Ten whichis bard by, and 
which it will be xo difficult matter to 
feixe. In all thofe places which fhall be 
thus fecured, and in which a Coips de 
Guard fall be kept, they Jpall Poniard 
all they find ; and during tefe diffe- 
rent Executions round the Place, the 
Se rjeant-Mayor fhall remain ftill in or- 
dey of Battle in the Middle, with the 
reft of the Troops. All this Ihall be 
done with the leaft Noife that may be ; 
afiercvards they fpaill begin to declare 
themfelves by petarding the Gate of the 
Arfenak Ar the report of which the 





aworks, whichas well as the Petards 
are prepared for this Purpofe at the 
Ambaffador’s Palace, and they frall 
poniard the Chief Commanders, Jt 
will be eafy for them to do it in the 
Confufion which the Fire and the Noife 
of the Petards will occafion, e/pecial- 
ly thefe Commanders noi having any 
Sufpicion of them. They fhall then join 
Renault when he fhall have entered, 
and make anend of killing all they find, 
and the Soldiers fhall carry Artillery to 
all the Places, where it foail be proper 
to plant fome, as at the Avena de Mari, 
at the Fontego de Tedetechi, at the 
Magazines of Salt, onthe Belfry of 
the Procuraty, on the Bridge of Rial- 
to, and other Eminencies, frm whence 
the town may be battered into Rudbdifh 
in cafe of Refiffance. At the fame 
time that Renault fhall petard the Ar- 
fenal, the Captain fhall force the Pri- 
fon of Saint Mark, and fhall arm the 
Prifoners ; the principal Senators Jbhail 
be killed, and fuborned Perfans Shall go 
and fet Fire to above forty Places of 
the Towa, the fartheft di fhant one from 
another thatis poliale, that fothe Confu- 
fion may be the greater. kn the ncar 
while the Spaniards from the Dike of 
Offuna, having heard the fig aal avhich 
Shall be given them, as /oon as the Ai 
feual is feized, foali come and land al- 
fo at the Place of Saint Mark, and im- 
mediately difperse them/elves in the prin- 
cipal Quarters of the Towa, as teaiof 
St. George, that of the Jews and o- 
thers, under the Conduct of the ether ninz 
Chief Confpirators, The Cry Jhall be 
nothing but LIBIERTY, and after all 
thefe things are executed, Leawe foal! 
be given to plunder, but not the Stran- 
gers; it fhall he prohibited to take any 
thing from them under Pain of Death, 
and no further Slaughter fhail be made 
but ef thofe who Jball rififi. 

NOLOT found things info good » 
Poiture at his arrival at Naples, that 
the fix thoufand Men weve put to Se 
the next Dav under the Commaic 
of an Eai/buan named Lie, 
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In ordertogive the lefe fufpicion, the 
Duke of Ona cauied his large fhips 
to take a great Compafs to repair to 
their Pofts ; but he fence Elliot and 
the Brigantines by the thorteft way. 
The fecond day of their steering, this 
Jittle feet met tome Pirates of Bar- 
bary who atrecked it. As it was-on- 
by prepired to traniport the Men it 
hadon board, and -inot to fuftain a 
warm engigement, itwas very much 
annoyed by the Artillery of the Bar- 
barians, whote Brigantines were 
manageabie and better arnied. But 
notwithtianding the great croud of 
Men which were on board thofe of 
Naples, did not allow them the nece 
fury room to defend themfelves ‘in 
order ; yet as they were all chofen 
Spaniards, they ‘handled the enemy 
fo roughly with theirdwords, that the 
Pirates might perhaps have repented 
their flopping them in their courte, 
if they had vor both been ditperfed by 
afurious Tempett which feparated 
themin the hear oft the Action. 
The little flect wae {q damaged that 
they could not put to fea again for 
fome Time ; and the Marquis de 
Bedmar fleeing by this News, that he 
could not diiturb the fo enmity which 
was preparing at / +, afilted at it 
with more magnificence than any bo- 
dy. He protetted in a full fenate, 
making his Cormplimen: to the new 
Doge, that the: pariicular foy which 
he expreffed at his Promotion pro 


ceeaed froni the bones he had, that 





his ferenity would preterve on the 
Throne the tavourable difpohiions 
ne had latety demon titrated in Fy ordi, 
for the Accomplifi.ment 6f the 
Peace.——-~— Ap iis return from this 
Sudience, he sent for Reeanlt and 
the Captain ; at firt he afkhed. them 
t they thoughtir proper to jay the 
whole afide ? ‘Dhey anfwevred, they 
were not only of the contrary Opin- 
wu, but that even their Companions 
had appearedno movealarmed at this 
misfortune of the Fleet, than if it had 
fafely ariived ; and that they were 
ii difjoledte purfue the neceffary 


Nieatures to mantain sings ip their 
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prefent fituation, in Expeétation ofa 
more favourable opportunity. x 

The Ambaffador, who had put 
this queftion to them with trembling! 
embraced them with tears of Joy af- 
ter this anfwer. He toldthem with 
a chearfulnefs and vehemence which 
would . have reaifured the fainteft 


Hearts, and infpired Intrepidity and ° 


Darirngnefs into the moft difmayed, 
That great difappointments, which 
in common affairs might reafonably 
furprife the mind, are accidents which 
are natural to extraordinary enter: 
prizes ; that they are the only Teft 
of the dirength of the ,foul.; that a 
Man oaght then only to think ‘him, 
felf capable of atchieving a great de. 
fign, when he bas been able to fee it 
once confounded, with tranquillity 
and conttancy. If was then vctolved 
in Concert, between .e Marquis and 
his two Confidents,ihat the Execution 
fliould ‘be delayed ill ine Featt. of the 
Afcenfion, which was not far off, end 
which is the greateft Solemnity of Ve 
nite: And’ that in the mecn while 
the troops fhould be maintained in the 
places whete they then were, and 
jupplyed with all the conv: niencies 
they could with; and for this pur. 
pote no money fhould be wanting to 
the principal officers ; that of the 
three bundred who had been fent for 
to Venice, the heads fhould be retained, 
and the Suhalterns fent back to their 
‘Troops, as well to keepthe foldiers 
in their duty, as to difeharge the 
town of fo many, were fueh a num: 
ber of Ollicers might create a Suipicl 
ou : That they who were detained 
fhould» be imployed in the moft 
cgreeable manner, that they might 
not be tired of waiting, nor even have 
the teifure if poffible to reflect on the 
prefent State of things ; that the 
twenty principal Contpirators fhould

" Che life of Anne Bowryn. 


OLEYN (Anne) daughter of 

Sir Thomas Boleyn, and wife of 
King Henry VIII, was remarkable 
thiefly for being the oceafion of the 
reformation in this coyntry. At the 
age of feven ne was carried into France 
by Henr VIlIth’s fifter, who was 
wife of Louis XII ; nor did fhe re- 
turn to England,when that queen re- 
tired thither after the death of her 
hufband, but ftayed in the fervice of 
queen Claudia, the wife of Francis 
snd, afier the death of that princefs 
went to the dutchefs of Alencon.— 
She returned to England about the 
year 1525 OF 1527 ; Dut whether the 
one or the other, it is certain fhe was 
maid of honour to Queen Catherine, 
Henry’s firft wife ; and that the King 
fell violently in love with her. She 
behaved herlelf with fo much art and 
addrefs, that, by refufing to fatisfy the 
King’s pation, fhe brought him to 
think of marrying her ; and Henry 
being deceived intoa perfuafion that 
he fhould never enjoy. her, unlefs he 
made her his wife, was induced ‘to fet 
on foot his divorce with Queen Caw 
therine, which: at laft with great form 
and folenynity,was executed, 

In the mean time, Henry could 
not procure a divorce from the Pope, 
which at length made hin refolve to 
difown his authority, and throw off 
his yoke... However,he married An- 
ne Boleyn privately, November 14, 
1632, without waiting any longer for 
a lentence from Rome againft bis mar- 
nage with Catherine of Spain ; and 
as foon as he perceived his new wile 
with child,he made his marriage pub- 
ck; and cauled her to’ be proclaim- 
td Queen of Rngland on Eafter Eve, 
1583, andto be crowned the -firft of 
June following, On the 7th of Sep- 
‘ember fhe was brought to bed of a 
daughter, who was afterwards Queen 
Elizabeth, and continued in. the 
King’s good graces, till. the charms 
of Jane Seymour fired his heart in 
‘ie year 1536, Then his love for 
“3 wife was changed into a 
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violent hatred ;———mehe believed 
her to be unchafte, -and caufed 
her -to be imprifoned and _ tried, 
“* She was indicted of higit treafon, 
fays bifhop Burnet, for that the had 
criminal converfation with her brother! 
andothers, that fhe had jaid to them, 
that the king never had her heart, and 
had faid to every one of them by 
themfélves, that the ioved him better 
than any perfon whatfuever. And 
this was treafon, according to the 
ffatute made in the 26th year of this 
reign; fo that the law which wag 
made for her and the iffue of her 
marriage, was alfo made ufe of to 
deftroy her.’”? She was cqndemned 
to be either burned or beheaded ; and 
underwent the latter on the roth of 
May 1536. The fame right reverend 
author relates fone remaikable things 
of her behaviour during the time of 
her imprifonment, “ and a litle before 
her execution, When fhe was impti- 
foned, fhe is faid to have acted very 
different’ parts ; fometimes feeming 


very devout, and fhedding abundance, — 


of tears, and then all on a fudden 
burfting intq a loud laughter. ' 
Catholic writers take notice that ia 
the long reign of Elizabeth no at- 
tempts were made to juftify her mo- 
ther. But either Queen Elizabeth, 
or her minifters, are greatly to be 
admired for their prudeice in this 
refpe& ;  fince it is certain, that 
Aune Boleyn’s juftificatiou could 
never have been carried 01, without 
difcovering many things, which mutt 
have been extremely prejudicial tothe 
queen, and have weakened her right, 
jnftead of eftablifhing it, For though 
many flanders were raifed upon hetf,° 
vet other things might have been 
truly faid to her dijadvantage ; as fhe 
was a woman gay even to immodefly, 
indifcreet jn the liberties flic tock. 
and of a very irregular behaviour ;’ 
however, fhe died with great refolu. 
tion, and was peculiarly careful to 
fall with decency, and whatever are: 
her faults, it is certain that fhe fell 
a victim only to the King’s extraer-! 
dinary detire of marrying another, 
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F I did not know by expert- 
ence, that fome men pafs 
their whole time in doing no- 
thing, | fhould notthink it pof- 
fible for any bein2 fuperior to 
M. Deicarte’s aurcomatons, to 
{quander away, in abiolute idle~ 
nels, one fingle minute of that 
{mall portion oftime which is 
allotred us in his world. | 

There is nothing which few- 
er people know,ind which, not- 
with{tanding, is more neceffarv 
to be knowa, than che value of 
time ; it is in every body’s 
mouth, but in few  people’s 
practice. Every foo} who flar- 
terns away his whole time in no- 
thing, utters, however, tome 
trite common-place fentence, 
of which there are millions, to 
® prove at once the value and the 
fAleetnefs of time. The ‘un-di- 
als likewife, all over America, 
have fome ingenuius infcription 
to this effect. Sothat no bo- 
dy fquanders away their time 
without hearing and feeing dai- 
ly how neceffary it is to employ 
it well,and how irrecoverable it 
is if laft ; but all thefe admoni- 
tions are ufelefs where there is 
not a fund of good feate and 
reafon to fuggeft them rather 
than receive them. 

People feldom know how to 
employ their time to the belt 
advantage till they have too lit- 
tle left toemploy. But if ia the 


beginning of life they would but 
confider the value of it, and put 
every moment to intereft, it is 
incredible what an ucditional 
fund of knowledge and plea- 
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Ein ployment of Time. 


ture fuch an ceconomy would 
bring in. Pleafures do not com. 
monly laft fo tong as life, and 
therefore fhould not be neglec. 
ed, and the longeft life is too 
fhort for knowledge, confequen. 
tly every moment Js precious, 

1 knew once a Coveteous for. 
did fellow, Mr. Lowndes, the 
famous fecretary ofthe Treafu- 
ry in the reigns of king Wil. 
liam, queen Anne, and Kip 
George the firft, who wled fre. 
quently to fay, “ Take care of 
the pence, for the pounds will 
take care of tentelves,’—— 
This was ajuii end fentable re. 
flection in a miter 5; and to this 
Maxim, which he not only 
preached, but practiled, his 
two erandfons, at this time, 
owe the very confiderale for- 
tunes whicn he lefe them, | 
recommend to you to take care 
of minutes ; never think any 
portion of time too fhort to be 
employed ; fomething or other 
may always be done in it. 

[ knew a gentleman who was 
{o good a manager of his tme, 
that he would not even lofe that 
{mall portion of it which the 
calls of nature obliged him t 
pafs in the neceffary houfe, but 
gradually went through all the 
Latin poets in thofe moments 
He bought, for exainple,a com: 
mon edition of Horace,of which 
he tore of gradually a couple 0 
pages, carried tiem with him 
to that neceffary place, read 
them firft, and then fent them 
as a facrifice to Cloacina 5 t's 
in fo much time fairly 94"

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fu Order from the Inquifitors to

HE Reétor of the Univer- 
fity of Zaragofa has his own

At which fign, 
the fix in the fleeple let down 
the tyed fcholar, who taking 
in his arms Guadalaxara, and 
being pulled up by the fix, he 
carried him up aimoft 20 feet 
high, and let him fall down, 

he poor man was crying 
out, O Help ! The Devil, 
has taken me up, the Students 
that were at the bottomhad in- 
ftruments of mufick, and put 
off their cloaks to receive him 
in, and ashe cryed out, The De- 
vil, The Devil; the Muficians

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field by break of the day, faw 
the dogs near the horfe, and 
heard the voice, ho! ho!

They. looked: up and 
down, and feeing nobody, drew 
near the:horfe, and heating the 
fame voice; frightened cut of 
their fenfes; went jfto the city 
again, and gave out, that adead 
horfe was {peaking in the Burnt 
field, and as they did. affirm 
and iwearthe thing to be. true, 
crowds of people went to fee 
and hear the wonder, or as 
many. others faid, the miracle 
of adead horfe {peaking. A 
publick Notary was among the 
mob, but nobody dared to go 
hear. the horfe ¢.

Thefe plain .demonftrations 
of the nature of the thing did 
net convince in the leaft the 
officers of the inauifition who 
are always very {trict in the per- 
formance of the orders given 
them : fo they took the dead 
horfe and carried it to the in.

Nothing isfo 
apt toproduce this diflemper as the new 
gra/s that /prouts up in great abundance 
after wet weather in the fpring or 
beginning of fummer ; and hitherte 
nothing bas been found more efficacious 
as a prefervative, than a fpeedy applicae 
tion of the following remedy. 

Take of Roman wormwood and Spas 
nifh radifb equal parts, and reduce them 
to powder. For one hundred difiempered 
Sheep, take two ounces of this powder, 
four ounces of pounded juniper berries, 
and about feven or eight pounds of 
mefling of oatsadd afmall handful of 
fait, and half the weight of the whole 
of common wormwood powdered. Throw 
this compofitioninto treughs or mangers 
where they feed, every week ; or atteaft 
ence in the month of March, again 
about Fafter, and laftly inthe latter end 
of Fune. Thus they will be preferved 
againf? the diflemper ; or if they fhould 
caich it, it will make but fmall progrefs.

fearful expe<tation of my diffolution;

it. But, gentlemen, good night to 
you ; and remember me, to confirm 
you in the religion I have difowned, 
that you may itand more cautioufly 
by my folly, and fecure the happinefs 
I have forfeited,”

The next day came feveral of his 
friends out of the country.. Having 
had an account of his circumftancea 
one of them told him, that he and 
feveral more of his relations came to 
town on purpofe to fee him, and 
were forry to find Him in fo weak a 
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condition as he appeared to be in ; 
for now he was nothing but fkin and 
bone, the agonies he lay under doing 
the woik of the quickeft Conium- 
ption.

He anfwered, ‘‘ I am obliged in 
common civility to thank you all ; but 
who are my relations ? our Saviour 
faid, fuch as did the will of his hea- 
venly father, were his relations : I 
may properly fay, that none but the 
Atheifts, the reprobate, and fuch as 
do the work of the devil, are my 
relations.

conceive. Certain itis, that 
we faw no fuch creatures, nor ever 


Neardof any fuch, from theStreights 


of Magellan, till we got into the 
neighbourhood of Chiloe : it mutt 
be by fome ftrange accident that 
thefe creatures came into their pof- 
fefion ; but what that was, we ne- 
ver could learn from them. At 
this interview we bartered with 
them fora dog ortwo, which we 
roafted and eat. Ina few daysat- 
ter,they made us another vifit, 
and bringing their wives with 
them, took up their abode with us 
for fome days ; then again left us.’ 

The diforders among the crew 
were every day encrealing ; and 
the death of Mr. Cozens,the mid- 
hipman, whom the Captain thot 
rally and hattily, was to far from 
reforming them, that it threw 
them almott into open fedition 
and revoir, Though Mr. Byron 
treats the Captain’s behaviour with 
great decency and tendernefs, yet 
we can by no means think it was 
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either amiable or humane ; great 
allowances, however, fhould be 
made for his fituation, and the 
provocations he received. The 
Jong-boat being faved from the 
wreck, all hands went to work to 
fit her for bearing the ftormy fea, 
and for lengthening her about 
twelve feet by the keel. While 
they were employed in this, and 
in getting neceffary  fubfitt- 
ence, they were joined by about 
fifty Indians ard their wives, who 
intended to fettle with them ; but 
the liberties which the failors took 
with the women, difgutted the 
favages fo much, that they left 
them ; after which the dittreffes 
of the crew for food became in- 
fupportable,and their number, which 
at firftwasigswas reduced toa hun- 
dred, chietly by famine. This 
encreated fo much, that our au- 
thor was forced to confent to 
make a meal of a faithful Indian 
dog he had ; and three weeks af- 
ter, he was glad to devour his 
paws and fkin. 

The fcheme of fitting out the 
long-boat ftill wenton, and fome 
of the crew propofed to pafs the 
Streights of Magellan ; but this 
delign was not approved of by the 
Captain, who infitled on their go- 
ing Northwards, with a view of 
feizinga fhip of the enemy. We 
cannot attend this brave officer 
through all his adventures, nor in 
the attempt which he and thirteen 
others made in the barge to proie- 
cute difcoveries fouthwards. 
Eighteen of the ftouteft fellows 
of the fhip’s company had form- 
ed themielves into acabal, and ce- 
termined to go in the long-boat 
tothe fouthward dy the Streights 
of Mallegan ; but being oppoied 
in this defign by the Captain, they 
put him under arreft, on pretence 
of bringing him to his trial in En- 
glaad, for the murder of Cozens. 
At lait it was determined io force 
the Captain on board ; and the 
crew, tothe number of eighty-one 
among whom was our auihor,were 
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diftriduted into the long-boat, cutter, 
und barge ; out finding themfelves 
ftraitened for room and provifions, 
they at lafi left Captain Cheap, Mr. 
Hamilton of the marines, and the 
{urgeon, on the ifland,as they thought 
it. Mr, Byron, finding the Captain 
left behind, took the ficit opportunity 
of returning to him, with tome other 
dailors, in the barge. Next day our 
author applied to the long-boat crew 
for his own flare of .the provifions, 
and that of ‘huofe who had gone off 
withhim, buttono purpofe. About 
twenty remaining with the captain, 
they muft have been ftarved, had 
they not hooked up three cafks of 
becf from the flip ; for the Indians 
refufed them all further fupplies of 
piovifions, becaufe they had nothing 
to give them in exchange. Many et- 
forts were now made to getclearof the 
island ; but the florw encreafed fo that 
they were obliged to throw their beet 
aud every thing overhoard, to prevent 
fiuking. Abou; Cliriftinas they en- 
deavoured once more to get round a 
cape they had often eflayed before, 
but without fucceis ; and their fa- 
tigues were now fo augmented, that 
they were indifferent as to what be- 
fel them. However, they luckily 
killed fome feal, and got fome fhell- 
fifh, which gave them great releaf. 
At lat they loft their yawl, and 
our author was obliged to ferve on 
board the barge. Uhe next day 
(jays he) being fomething more mo- 
derate, we ventuied in with the barge 
as near as we could to tue fhore, and 
Our companions threw us fume feais 
liver ; whichh ving ert greedily we 
were feized with exceliive fickneis, 
which affected us fo much, that our 
fkin peeled off froii head to ivot. 
* Whillt the pec) 'e were on thore 
here, Mr. Hamulion ict W ith a | irge 
feal, or fea lion, and fired a brace of 
balls into him, upou which the ani- 
nial turned apon bin open mouthed ;

our author) who was then by himielf 
difcovered a pretty large hole, which 
feemed to lead to fome den, or repo 
fitory,{ within the rocks, It wa 
not fo rude, or natural,but that there 
were fome figns of its having bea 
cleared, and made more e-ceffible ly 
induftry. The furgeon for fone 
time hefitated whether he fhould @ 
ture in, from his uncertainty as to th 
reception he might meet with fron 
any inhabitant ; but his curiofity ge 
ting the better of his fears, he dete 
mined to goin ; which he did up 
hishands and knees, as the paflag 
was tov low for him to enter other 
wife. After having proceeded 
confiderable way thus, he arrived 4 
afpacious chamber ; but whetit 
hallowed out by hands, or natural!

Indeed, 
the furgeon, finding nothing there to 
eat, which was the chief inducement 
for his creeping into this hole, did 
not amufe himfelf with long difquifi- 
tions, or make that accurate examina- 
ton which he would have done at 
another time ; but crawling out as he 
came in, he went and told the firit 
he met of what he had feen. 

Some had the curiolity to go in 
likewile. I had forgot to menti- 
on that there was another range of 
bodies, depofited in the fame man- 
ner, upon another platform under the 
bier. Probably this was the burial 
place of their great men, called caci- 
ques ; but from whence they could 
be brought, we were utterly at a lofs 
to conceive, their being no traces of 
any Indian fettlement hereabout. — 
We had feenno favage fince we left 
the ifland, or obferved any marks 
in the coves, or bays to the 
northward, where we had touched, 
fuch as of fire places, or old wig- 
wams, which they never fail of leav- 
ing behind them ; and it is very pro- 
bable, from the violent feas that are 
always beating upon this coatft, its 
deformed afpect, and the very {wampy 
foil that every where borders upon it, 
that it is little frequented,’ 

This adventure is the more remark- 
able, from its exaét agreement with 
the account of the burying places of 
the Virginian caciques, or princes, as 
they are’ delineated by a painter, one 
White, who had beenfent over to 
make drawings of all the curiofities of 
the country, by Sir Walter Raleigh, 
and Sir Richard Greenville, and pub- 
lithed by De Bry, in 1¢g0. 

_ The hard-hearted Indians continu- 
ig itil inexorable, ‘ It is wonderful 
(fays Mr, Byron) we did not give 
ourtelves up to defpondency, and lay 
diide all farther attempts ; but we 
Were iupported by that  invifible 
ower, who can make the moft unio- 
ward circumftances fubfervient to his 
é'acious purpofes.’

may be 
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that part of the world, andwhich they 
called Montrofe Ifland : however, 
three or four days after, they return- 
ed to Wager’s Ifland, having been 
out upon the expedition juft two 
months. They found that their huts 
had been vifited during their abfence 
by fome Indians, who muft have had 
communications with the Spaniaids, 
becaufe they knew the uie of Iron, 
A few days after, when they were 
upon the point of perifhing with hun- 
ger, a party of Indians landed on the 
land from two canoes ; and among 
them was an Indian of the tribe of 
Chonos, who lived in the neighbour- 
hood of Chiloe, an tiland on the 
weftern coaft of America, under the 
Spanifh jurifdiction. This Indian 
was a cacique, {poke a barbarous 
kind of Spanifh,and wore a ftick with 
afilver head, being a hadge of his 
authority delegated tohim by the Spa- 
niards. By good fortune, Mr, E!- 
liot, the furgeon, could talk a lirtle 
Spanifh ; and the cacique, upon -be- 
ing promijed the barge, and every 
thing in it, as a rewaid, if he would 
conduc them toa Spanifh fettlement, 
agreed to the terms. The number 
of our adventurers was now reduced, 
by death and famine, to thirteen ; 
and they fet fail under the guidance 
of the cacique, whofe name was Mar- 
tin, and his fervant Emanuel. ‘The 
hardfhips of this voyage were {fo 
great, that three of their beit hands 
died through fatigue and hunger, 
though the captain at that time, had 
a piece of boiled feal by him, of which 
he would fuffer none to partake but 
himfelf and the furgeon. 

Their fatigues were now redou- 
bled ; but while they looked upon 
their deftruction as unavoidable,— 
Mr. Byron difcerned a canoe at a 
diitance, in which was the Indian 
guide, who had left them for fome 
time and his wife. Six of the men 
by this time, with Emanuel, has run 
away with the barge, and all their 
arms and ammunition ; fo that only 
a light fowling-piece, which belonged 
to our author, was left them, with a 
few charges of powder.

& alfoheld his finger before the 

lire, that it may extract the pol- 
fon. Soon after he felt fo great an 
oppreffion, that he was obliged to go 
outinto the open air; there his feet 
not being able to fupport him,he was 
brought in and laid on hts bed, where 
at firit, he laboured under a great 
difficulty of breathing, then vomited 
a yellowith matter, afterward; loft 
the ule of his fenies, and, on their 
yeturn, felt a greatcold throughout his 
whole body, in which ftate he remun- 
ed, from ten in the morning til eleven 
in the evening. By the advice of his 
phyficians, he took volatile falts and 
viper powder, by the ufe of which his 
pulfe began to retura, and heat to be 
felc to his extremities. This was 
followed by an univerfal fweat, to- 
gether with an enormous fwelling of 
the wounded hand, whole arm, and 
tle fame fide as far as th: navel, ac- 
companied by a black ecchymofis. 
By the application of fomentations, 
prepared with volatile {pirit of vipers, 
urine, theriaca, and rectified fpirit of 
wine, and thefecontinued with inter- 
nal medicines, for three weeks toge- 
ther, he atlength recovered. It ap- 
pears,by this example, that that potfon 
flies fo fubtle, that it may be delerv- 
edly reputed fpirituous. Add to this 
that the bafilifk is faid to kill with his 
eyes, that our domettic cats are very 
pernicious by their breath, that a 
goad difcharging its froth, upon 
any herb or plant, makes the ufe of it 
dangerous to man, and that the 
tarantula changes, ina very aftonifhing 
manner, the wholenervous fyftem, 
its effects fometimes lating for 
years, 

The nature, however, of thefe {pirits 
is NOL every where the fame ; fome of 
them, after the death of the animals, 
act no longer, others remain equally 
pernicious. A mad dog retains all 
his venom for a long time after death. 
A taylor become mad, by unripping 
acoatthathad been torn by a mad 
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dog ; the {mell alone, of fuch a deag 
animal has communicated the poifon 
in hot countries. Hence, we cop. 
clude, that fuch poifons are volatile, 
yet may be fo fixed as to remain for 
years : Wealfo fee, that the prepara. 
tion of thefe {ipiritsisto a degree of 
volatility, and that the force of the 
venoin is contained in a tenacious and 
viicid body. When we therefore 
inquire ino the nature of thofe ipirits, 
we are not fo follicitous concernin 
their laftelement, but that which jg 
next toi’, and this is oil, for, as long 
as this oily fubitance remains, {fo long 
does the {ipirit. 
— Poifons, for the moft part, are 
communicated by the faliva, and the 
bite of animals, andthen they feemio 
be infinuated into the abtorbent veins, 
from whence they a:'e conveyed to the 
interior of the body ; but they oper- 
ate only by the vital force of the body, 
into which they are infinuated ; for! 
know of no poifon that changes 4 
dead body. I own, that a body, 
after poifon has aéted upon it, is dif- 
pofed fooner to putrefattion, but 4 
body that is bitten, or otherwile 
poifoned, does not therefore the 
fooner corrupt ; but, when the hv 
mours are more attenuated, then 
bodies are fooner difpofed to corru- 
ption ; and hence Van Helmont necé 
not be derided for fayingthat that por 
fors have their aétive root in the vely 
marrow of life ; and he calls antidotes 
the things that lull the fpirits, and not 
without good reafon, for opiwm 
blunts the edge of, and renders inert 
in a great degree, all manner of por 
fons, ;' 

For the fame purpofe, efpecially 
againft the bites of mad animals, l¢ 
vinegar be diluted in a good quantily 
of water, in order to becoms mot 
meable ; and, falt gem and ammony 
being diffolved in it, let it be drat 
warm, either alone, or with tro 
wine. 

This will increafe the force ft 
heart and arteries, and drive out : 
noxious matter. Therica and mi” 


ridate, if opium is excluded! only # 
by expulfion, ; but all 
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‘no, unlefs the veins are changed 
agg for thefe expellente 
‘ncreafe the motion as well in the veins 
as arteries, and hence attractions by 
{uétions, and the debilitating of the 
affected part, are fovereign remedies, 
efpecially if applied immediately ; 
which, agit may be commodioufly 
done by cupping and {fcarification, or 
by inuftion, it fhould not be neglefted. 
This is the beft prophylaétic cure ; 
the other method is by way of cor- 
recting. 





Curious Obfervations on the weather, 
and the Ufe of the Barometer, 
when applied to Improvements in 

riculture. From the Repofttory 
for felecl Papers on Agriculture,

HE many advantages arifing to 

the induftrious farmer from a 
foreknowledge of the changes of the 
weather, and the example fet us by 
the ancient writers on hufbandry, are 
fuficient inducements for enceavour- 
ingtodraw the attertion of hufband- 
men to obfervations, which muft be 
highly ufeful to them, 

_ The flighteft obfervation will con- 
visce every man, that each year, «nd 
the various feafons of the year, hve 
a peculiar character, as to rain, 
crought, heat, cold, &c, and as the 
quality of the feafons has a moft fenii- 
ble efiect on the produétions of the 
arth, it is evident, that it mu{t be of 
the greateft advantage tothe farmer, 
to forefee the changes that may be 
expected ; becaufe he can there- 
by regulate his labours according- 


_ When the character of the feafon 
# once afcertained, the returns of 
rain, or fair weather, may be judged 
of with fome degree of certainty in 
ome years, and but fearcely gueffed 
ee dart by means of the baro- 
> tor in general we may expect 
that when the mercury rifes high, a 
Hy days of fair weather will follow. 
the mercury falls a two or 


three days, but foon rife high, with- 





out much rain, we may expect fair 
weather tor jeveral Gays ; andin thig 
cafe, the cleareft days are alter the 
mercury begins tofall, In the fame 
manner, ifthe mercury falls very low, 
with much rain ; ries ioon, but falls 
again in aday or two, with rain® a4 
continuance of bad weather may be 
feared, 

If a fecend fall does not bring 

much rain, butthe mereury ries 
gradually pretty high,it prognefticates 
{ettled good weather of fome continu- 
ance. When aheavy rain has fallen 
upon the mercury’s finking, and its 
continuing fteadily low, the weather 
is fometimes fair, and promiies well ; 
but no prudent faimer fhou!'d trutt to 
fuch appearances. There ts indeed 
a caution of this kind which the 
pooreft may profit by :—When the 
mercury rifes high in the barometer, 
the air fucks up all the motiture on 
the furface of the earth, even thorgh 
the fky be over-caft, and thatis a fure 
fign of fair weather ; butif the earth 
continue moiil, and water fland in 
fhallow places, no truft fhould be pnt 
in the cleareft fky,for it is,in this ca.e 
deceitful. 
. The charaéter of the feafons is lefe 
ftcady at the equinoxes, and more 
regular during the . intermediate 
months. Thofe who favour the 
celeftial influence on the atmoiphere, 
think, that the changes of the wea- 
ther are much regulated by the 
moon’s place in the zodiac, or by her 
fituation wth regard to the fun ; 
but obfervation has not yet aicertain- 
ed any thing on this hesd. 

Whatever the cautes of the changes 
in the weather, or, what is nearly 
the fame, in the morion of the quick- 
filver in the barometer, may_ be, 
whether celeftial or terreftrial, their 
affets are generally felt over a con- 
fiderable extent of country at the 
fame time. Every one may be affured 
of this, by compairing accounts, kept 
at diflant places, of the play of the 
barometer, 

They will find, that the great falle 
or rifes happen nearly at the fame 
time in almoft allthe northern coun- 
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tries of Europe ; I iay nearly, becaufe 
a difference will be obferved ufually 
attending the direction of the wind, 
If shefe caufes were celefticl, the 
effeéts would be univerfally the fame, 
except where varied by the fituations 
with regard to feas, mountains, &c. 
As this is not the cafe, the caufes 
mutt probably be fought for in the 
earth. 

This opinicn is favoured by the 
obfervations of miners, who have 
been generally fenfible offome prog- 
noflicating cireumftances in mines, 
before any change of the weather 
appeared in the air. 

Kven the limited foreknowledge 
which is pointed out above, would be 
of fervice ; for inftance, at the feafon 
of the year, when it would be of con- 
fiderable advantage to judge when 
hay fhonld be cut, with a profpec 
of fair weather to make it; and at all 
feafons of the year, in order to get 
ready every neceflary for carrying 
into execution the works ufual in 
every feafon 

M. Du Hamel has very judicioufly 
added to his journals of the weather, 
an account ofthe ftate of all the ve- 
getables or animals ufeful in the 
faim 3 os, what is the fame, of 
the effects of the weather on 
thein. 

‘The ancients have obferved, that 
the early or late arrival of birds « f 
paflage, indicate the nature of the 
a;proaching feafon ; whether it will 
be early or late, fevere or mild. 
Linneus has, in the fame manner, 
odviled hafbandmen to mark the firft 
figins of a beginning vegetation of 
plants growing wild, and natives of 
the climate ; for that fuch, by their 
early or late fhooting inform the 
attentive farmer of the approach of 
fpiing. He advifesthe hufhandman 
to extend thefe remarks to different 
plants, whofe vegetation has been 
obferved to coincide with the times of 
fowing particular feeds. 

Thefe are objects highly worthy of 
a place in a journal of the weather ; as 
thefe facts will, from year to year, 
remain a regifter of the ftate of every 


article which, in any degree, relates tg 
rural economy I fhall readily feng 
you what obfervations occur to my. 
felf on thefe fubjeéts, and fhall be 
glad of thofe of other obfervators 

that every pofible light may be caf 
on thefe fubjetts. 

One cannot forefee what ufefyl} 
difcoveries may occur, by means of 
continued obfervations and communi. 
cations ofthiskind. Te race is nop 
always to the fwift, nor the battle ts 
the firong ; even fo, ufeful hints may 
occur to the countryman, uninformed 
in philofophical principles,

With a Defcription of the Country, 
Lakes, 8c. 


(Continued from page 374.) 
AKE Michigan, of which the 


reen Bay tsa part, is divided 
ou cae north-eaft from Lake Huron 
bythe Streights of Michillimackinac ; 
and is ficuated between forty-two and 
forty-tix degrees of latitude, and be. 
tween eigiity-four and eighty-feven 
degrees of weft-longitude. Its great- 
eft length istwo hundred and eighty 
miles, its breadth about forty, aud its 
circumference nearly fix hundred,—- 
Their is aremarkable ftring of fmail 
iflands, beginning over againft Afkin’s 
Farm, and running about thirty miles 
fouthweft intothe Lake, Thefeare cal- 
led the beaver Iflands, ‘Their fitua- 
tion is very pleafaat, but the foil is 
bare. However they afford a 
beautiful proipect. 

On the north-weft parts of this 
lake the waters branchout into two 
bays. That which lays towards the 
north is the Bay of Noquets, and the 
other the Green Bay jutt defcribed. 

The waters of this as well as the 
other great Lakes are clear and 
wholefome, and ot fufficient depth for 
the navigation of large flips. Half 
the {pace of the conntry that lays to 
the eaft, and extends to Lake Huron, 
belongs to the Ottowaw Indians.— 

The line that divides their territo- 
ries from the Chipéways, runs near- 
ly north and fouth, and reaches al- 


moft from the fouthern extremity of 


this lake, acrofsthe high lands, to Mi- 
chillimackinac, through the centre of 
which it paffes. So that when thele 
two iribes happen to meet at the fac- 
tory, they each cncamp on their own 
dominions, at a few yards diftance 
from the fteckade. 

The country adjacent either to the 
eaft or weft fide of this Lake is coni- 
pofed but of an indifferent foil, ex- 
cept where {mall brooks or rivers 
empty themfelves into it; on the 
hanks of thefe it is extremely fertile. 
Near the borders of the Lake grow 
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a great number of fand cherries, which 
are not lefs remarkable for their man. 
ner of growth, than for their exqui. 
fice favour. They growon a {mal} 
fhrub, not more than four teet high, 
the boughs of which are fo loaded 
thatthey lie in clufters on the fand, 
As they grow only on the fand, the 
warmth of which probably contri- 
butes to bring them to fuch perfeéti. 
on ; they are called by the French, 
cherries de fable, or fand cherries, 
The fize of them does not exceed 
that of a finall mutket ball, but they 
are reckoned fuperior to any other 
fort for the purpofe of fteeping in 
{pirits, ‘There alfo grow around the 
lake goofeberries, black currants,and 
an abundance of juniper, bearing 
yreat quantities of berries of the fins 
eit fort. 

Sumack likewife grows here in 
great plenty ; the leaf of which, ga- 
thered at Michaelmas when it — turns 
red, is much efteemed by the natives, 
They mix about an equal quaatity of 
ic with their tobacco, which caules it 
to f{moke pleafantly. ‘ Near _ this 
Lake, and indeed about all the great 
Lakes, is found a kind of willow, 
termed by the French, bois rouge, 
in Englith red wood. Its bark, 
when only of one year’s growth, is 
of a fine fcarlet colour, and appears 
very beautiful ; but as it grows: old- 
er, it changes into a mixture of grey 
and red. The ftalks of this fhrub 
grow many of them together, and 
rife to the height of fix or eight feet, 
the largeft not exceding an inch di- 
ameter. The bark being fcraped 
from the ftalks, and dried and pow- 
dered, is alfo mixed by the Indians 
with their tobacco, and is held by 
them in the higneft eftimation for 
their winter fmoaking. A weed that 
grows near the great Lakes, in rocky 
places, they ufe in the fummer feafon. 
It is called by the Indians, Segocki 
mac, andcreeps like a vine on the 
ground, fometimes extending to eight 
or ten feet, and bearing a leaf about 
the fize of ahalf penny,nearly rouge; 
it is of the fubftance and colour of he 
laurel, and is, like the tree iteefem- 
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bles, an evergreen. Thefe leaves, 
dried and powered, they likewife mix 
with their tobacco ; and, as faid be- 
fore, imoke it only during the fum- 
mer. By thefe three fuccedancums 
the pipes of the Indians are well iup- 
plied through every feafon of the 
year ; and as they are great {moak- 
ers, they are very careful in properly 
gathering and preparing them, . 

On the 20th of September I left 
the Green Bay, ana proceeded up 
Fox River, ftill in company with the 
tradersand fome Indians. On the 
ggth I arrived at the great town 
W innebagoes, fituated on a {mall if- 
land, juft as you enter the eaft end 
of Lake Winnebago. Here the 
queen who prefided over this tribe 
inflead of a Sachem, received me 
with great civility, and entertained 
me ina very diftinguifhed manner, 
during the four days I continued 
with her. 

The day after my arrival I held a 
council with the chiets, of whom I 
atked permiffion to pais through their 
country, inmy way to more remote 
nations, on bufineis of importance. — 
This was readily granted me, the re- 
queft being efteemed by them asa 
great compliment paid to their tribe. 
The queen fatin the council, but on- 
ly atked a few queftions, or gave 
fome trifling direétions in matters re- 
lative to the flate ; for women aie 
never allowed to fet in their councils, 
except they happen to be invetled 
with the fupreme authority, and then 
it is not cuflomary for them to make 
any formal fpeeches as the chiefs do, 
She was a very ancient woman, {mall 
in ftature, and not much diflinguifh- 
ed by her drefs from feveral young 
woman that attended her. ‘Theie 
her attendants feemed greatly pleated 
whenever I fhowed any tokens of 
refpect to their queen, — particular- 
ly when I faluted her, which I fie- 
quently did to acquire her favour.— 
On thefe occafions the old lady éu- 
deavoured to affume a juvenile gaie- 
ty, and by her {miles fhowed fre was 
equally pleafed with the attention I 
paid her, | 
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The time I tarried here, I em- 
ployed in making the beft obfervati- 
ons pofible on the country, and in 
collecting the moft certain intelhgence 
I could of the origin, language, and 
cufloms df this people. From thete 
enquiries I have reafon to conclude, 
that the Winnebagoes originally re- 
fided in fome of the provinces be- 
longing to New Mexico ; and being 
diiven from their native country, et- 
ther by irtetiine divifions, or by the 
extenfions of the Spanifh conquefts, 
they took refugein thefe more nor- 
thern parts about acentury age, 

My reaion for adopting this juppe- 
fition, are, fiyft from their unaliena- 
ble attachment to the Naudoweffie In- 
dians (who, they fay, gave them the 
earlieft fuccours during their emi- 
gtation) notwithflanding the'r pre- 
fent reiidence is more than fix hun- 
dred miles diftant from that peo- 
ple. : 

Secondly, that their diale& totally 
difters trom every other Indian nation 
yet difcovered ; it being a very un- 
couth guttural jargonj which none 
oftheir neighbours will attempt to 
learns ‘They converfe with other 
nations in the Cipéway tongue,which 


is the prevailing language throughout, 


all the tribes, from the Mohawks of 
Canada, to thofe who inhabit the 
bordeis of the Miffifippi, and from 
the Hurons and Iilingis to fuch as 
dwell near Hucien’s Bay. 

Thirdly, from their inveterate ha- 
tred tothe Spaniards. Some ot them 
informed me that thev had many ex- 
curfions to thé fouthweil, which took 
up feveral moons. An elderly chief 
more particularly acquainted mie, 
that about forty-fix winters ago, he 
marched at the head of fifty warriors, 
towards the fouthweft, for thiee 
moons. That during this expediti- 
on, whilft they were croffing a plain, 
they difecovered a body of men on 
horfe-back, who belonged‘to the 
Black People ; for fo they ‘call the 
Spaniards. As ioon as they ‘perceiv- 


ed them, they proceeded with caution 
aiid concéaled themfelves till night 
came on; when thty deew {0 tear, 
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asto beable to difcern the number 
and firuation of theirenemies, Find- 
ing they were not able to cope with 
fo great a iuperiority by day-light, 
they waited till they had retiied to 
reft , when they rufhed upon them 
and after having killed the greatett 

artof the men, took eighty hortes 
joaded with what they termed white 
fione. This I fuppofe to have been 
fiiver. ashe told me the hories were fliod 
with it, andthac there bridles were 
ornamented with the fame. When 
Athey had fatiated their revenge, they 
carried off their fpoil, and being got 
{fo far as tobe out of the reach of the 
Spaniards that had -fcaped their fu- 
ry, they left the ufelefs and ponde- 
rous burthen, with which the hor‘es 
were loaded, in the woods, and 
mounting themfelves, in this manner 
returned to their friends. The par- 
ty they had thus defeated, I conclude 
to be ihe caravan that annually con- 
veys to Mexico, the filver which the 
Spaniards find in great quantities on 
the mountains lying near the heads 
of the Coleredo River : and the 
plains were the attack was made,pro- 

ably, fome they were obliged to pals 
@ver in their way to the heads of the 
River St. Fee, or Rio del Nord, 
which falls intd the pulph of 
Mexico, to the weft of the Maut- 
fiffippi. 

The Winnebagoes can raife about 
two hundred warriors, Their town 
contains about fifty houfes, which 
are ftrongly built with palifades, and 
the ifland on which it is fituated 
is nearly fifty acres. It lies thirty-five 
miles, reckoning according to the 
courfe of the river, from the Green 
Bay. 

The river, for about four or five 
miles from the Bay, has a gentle cur- 
rent ; after that fpace, till you ar- 
rive at the Winnebagoe Lake, itis full 
of rocks and very rapid. At many 
places we were obliged to land our 
canoes, and carry them a confidera. 

le way. Its breadth, in genera}, 
rom the Green Bay, to the Winne- 
bago Lake, is between feventy anq 
an hundred yards ; the land on ir,

borders are very good, ard thin! 
wooded, with hickory, oak, and hazef, 

The Winnebago Lake is about fif. 
teen miles long from eaft to weft, and 
fix miles wide. At its fouth-eaf 
corner, a river falls into it that takes 
site near fome of the northern 
Sranches of the Illinois River, This 
Icalted Crocodile River, in confe- 
quence ofa ftory that prevails among 
the Indians, of their having deftroy- 
ed,in fome part of it, an animal, 
which from their defcription mutt bé 
a crocodile or an alligator, 

The land adjacent to the Lake ig 

very fertile, abounding with grapes, 
plumbs, and other fruits, which grow 
spontaneoufly. The Winnebagoes 
raile on ita great quantity of Indian 
corn, beans, pumpkins, fquafh, and 
water melons, with fome tobacco,--- 
The lake itfelfabounds with fith, and 
uithe fall of the year, with geefe, 
ducks, and teal, The latrer, which 
reiort to it in great numbers, are res 
iwarkably good and extremely fat,and 
are much better flavoured than thof 
that are found near the fea, as they 
acquire their exceflive fatnefs by feed- 
ing on the wild rice, which grow fo 
plentifully in thefe parts. 
_ Having made fome acceptable preé 
fentsto the good old queen, and re- 
ceiving ber bleffing, 1 left the town 
of the Winnebagoes on the agth of 
September, and about twelve miles 
from it arrived at the place where the 
Fox River enters the Lake on the 
north fide of it. We proceeded up 
this river, and onthe feventh of Oc- 
tober reached the great Carrying 
Place, which divides it from the 
Quifconfin. 

The Fox River, from the Green 
Bay tothe Carrying Place, is about one 
hundred and eighty miles. From the 
Winnebagoe Lake to the Carrying 
Place the current is gentle, and the 
depth of it confiderable ; notwith- 
ftanding which, it is in fome places 
with difficulty that canoes can pals, 
throughthe objtruéctions they meet 
with from the rice ftalks, which are 
very large and thick, and grow here 
ia great abundance. (to be continued.)
